“There are some who say th a t 
wars are a part of our destiny and 
it is futile to try to escape them.

Behind what the speakers said 
were some somber facts of current 
affairs and of history, two chroni­ 
cles of contrast. 
The armistice which the forces 
of the Germ an empire asked and 
which became effective a r hour 
before noon on Nov. 11, 1918, rep­ 
resented 
a 
complete 
surrender. 
The term s were dictated by the 
Allies. There was left for Germany 
neither a will to fight nor the 
means so to do. 
By contrast, the armistice which 
exists today in Korea came about 
only alter a year o f negotiations 
and pressures and compromises by 
both sides. 
VICTORY IS BARREN 
In his prepared address, Stevens 
said “victory in itself is barren,” 
th at it is w hat nations do after 
victory and during peace th a t de­ 
termines whether mankind falters 
or moves forward. 
“True peace, of course, Is not 
just the absence of war,” Stevens 
said. “It is much more than that. 
For there is no real peace unless 
there is security, integrity, and 
liberty. In some lands there is no 
war, but there is no peace. For 
without God, without freedom, and 
without hum an dignity there can 
be no true peace. 
“Much as wre Americans love 
peace, howrever, let us not forget 
th at 
the 
fulfillment of m an’s 
dreams of freedom has been pos­ 
sible 
only 
through 
unrem itting 
struggle . . . ”

Ironworkers Didn't Follow 


Instructions, Official Says 


The death of t%o ironworkers 
from the Golden Gate Bridge last 
week has been attributed to their 
failure to follow instructions. 
James E. Rickets, general man­ 
ager of the Golden Gate Bridge 
and Highway District, said All em­ 
ployees were instructed not to 
stand on the 25-ton steel scaf­ 
foldings while they were being 
moved. 
He said Albert Croxson, 35, re­ 
portedly had one foot on the scaf­ 
folding and Donald B. Hogan was 
standing on the structure when it 
broke loose and sent the two men 
plunging to their death in the 
strong bay waters. 
Although the two men were em­ 
ployees of the Judson Pacific-Mur- 
phy Co. and not bridge staff mem­ 


bers, the general manager said 
the operation of the scaffolding 
had ben fully explained to them. 
The firm was using the structure 
as part of its contract to streng­ 
then the lower part of the bridge 
with a system of lateral bracing. 
Rickets’ explanation was some-, 
what corroborated by A. C. Blaclf- 
man, chief of the state’s Division 
of Industrial Safety. Following an 
examination of the system, he 
said: 
“We can’t be sure, of course, but 
there is considerable evidence of 
possible human error. I certainly 
wouldn’t say on the basis of what 
we know now that the scaffoldings 
are unsafe.”

TO ANSWER BROWNELL 
The House un-American Activi­ 
ties Committee has subpenaed the 
former President for Friday to 
tell what he knows about Atty. 
Gen. Brownell’s charges that Tru­ 
man promoted White in 1946 after 
FBI reports labeling White as a 
Russian spy had been delivered 
to the White House. 
Eisenhower said he probably 
would not have subpenaed Su­ 
preme Court Justice Tom C. Clark, 
who was Truman’s attorney gen­ 
eral at the time. 
Brownell said copies of the FBI 
reports were turned over to a 
number of high officials in the 
Truman administration, including 
Clark and the then Secretary of 
State James F. Byrnes.

BYRNES CALLED 
Byrnes, now governor of South 
Carolina and in late years a po­ 
litical foe of Truman, has been 
called to testify before the House j 
committee along with Clark. 
Brownell first leveled his charges . 
in a speech in Chicago last Friday, j

Secretary James C. Hagerty said 
Eisenhower had advance knowl- j 
edge that Brownell was going to I 
make the speech; that Brownell 
had conferred with Eisenhower j 
the previous Monday.

Another newsman asked if the 
FBI didn’t have a moral obliga­ 
tion to make public whatever evi­ 
dence it has against White since 
its reports impunged his loyalty.

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Modern Church, Parish Hall 
To Replace Belvedere Chapel 


50-Yea r 0 1 d

Building Has 


Been Outgrown 


A country chapel built In Bel­ 
vedere 50 years ago will be re­ 
placed early next year by a 11,000- 
square foot modern church and 
pariah hall, if plans of the rector, 
the Rev. Edward John Mohr, and 
officials of St. Stephen’s parish 
are realized. 
Plans for the new church are 
being announced today and an 
intensive building fund drive will 
start Sunday. 
From 
a 
handful 
of 
summer 
residents 
supporting 
what 
waa 
then a mission, St. Stephen’s has 
grown to a full-fledged pariah 
serving some 225 families. The 
redwood-lined chapel, while unique 
and picturesque, holds only 60 
persons, and the church school 
fills the small downstairs rooms 
literally to overflowing. Private 
homes and the nursery school 
have had to be taken over as 
supplementary classrooms as the 
population of the Belvedere-Tib- 
uron area has mushroomed. 
In contrast, the new church at 
Ray view and Golden Gate avenues 
will hold 160 persons, plus 80 in 
the side aisles. And the new parish 
hall will accommodate 200 church 
tchool children in 11 classrooms. 
The main room will seat 200 at 
parish or community functions, 
or 150 at meals. 
The church itself would cost 
$75,000 for permanent construc­ 
tion, while the parish hall could 
be “finished at various stages.” 
When complete according to all 
specifications its cost would be 
$86,000, 
according 
to the Rev. 
Mohr. 
ANCIENT FORMS 
“Contemporary design based on 
historic forms” is the term applied 
to the church architecture by the 
building plans committee, which 
has been working on plans for 
nearly a year with architect Ernest 
Winkler of San Anselmo, formerly* 
of Belvedere. Committee meifi- j 
bers are the Rev. Mohr, Mrs. F .. 
Q Tredway, Mrs. James Reynolds, ’ 
Robert Bastían and 
Edwin G. 
Weed. 
The structures will be built in an 
irregular U-shape around a paved 
and landscaped court. A 12-foot 
roof overhang will provide a con­ 
necting outdoor corridor. 
The church, to be of perman- j 
ent construction such as reinforc­ 
ed concrete or stone, will be 78 
feet long by 36 feet wide, with a 
ceiling height of 40 feet. Exterior 
of the front probably will be of j 
decorative tile with the cross of a 
contrasting color. 
The choir loft and organ will be 
located over the enclosed narthex, > 
or entrance, in the rear, which 
according to the building commit- j 
tee 
was 
universal 
in 
parish 
churches until the mid-19th cen­ 
tury. Effectiveness of music and 
of congregational responses is said; 
to be greatly enhanced by having I 
the choir and organ in the rear 
of the church. 
MUCH GLASS 
The parish hall will be of mo­ 
dern 
frame 
construction 
with 
large glass areas. Measuring 64 
by 30 feet, it will be on two levels. 
Plan* call for a kitchen adja­ 
cent to the main room of the par­ 
ish hall, lounges, office, storage 
and utility rooms. 
Announcement of plana for the 
new structure climaxed a four- 
year period during which ground­ 
work for the project has been 
under way. The vestry’s search for 
suitable land ended in May, 1952 
with purchase of the 170 x 130-foot 
site

San Anselmo last night intro­ 
duced an ordinance designed to 
prevent vehicle-pedestrian 
colli­ 
sions on sidewalks such as the one 
that seriously injured a school girl 
last month. 
The proposed ordinance, intro­ 
duced by attorney John Buresh at 
the request of Mayor Fraser Cud- 
worth, would penalize violators 
with six months in jail, $500 fine 
or both. Councilmen heard the 
ordinance, wondered whether it 
could be enforced, and decided to 
study it further before acting. 
REQUIRES PERMIT 
The ordinance, as it stands now, 
would require a permit from the 
chief of police for each vehicle 
that crosses any sidewalk area at 
a place other than a regular drive­ 
way. 
The chief of police could require 
a flagman to stand by or set forth 
other requirements for the safety 
of pedestrians passing by. A^5 fee 
would be charged for each permit 
issued. Emergency vehicles will 
be excepted. 
All councilmen agreed with the 
intent of the ordinance but ex­ 
pressed some doubts that it could 
be effectively enforced since there 
are so many vehicles each day, de­ 
livering supplies and building m a­ 
terials over sidewalk areas not 
marked as driveways. 


OTHER MATTERS 
The council also referred to the 
planning commission these, sug­ 
gested changes,in the city zoning 
ordinance: 
1. In case of application for a 
use permit in a commercial area, 
neighbors within 75 feet would be 
notified (a change from the pres­ 
ent 500 feet). 
2. Fee for a use permit would be 
set at $25 instead of $50 when only 
those within & 75-foot radius are 
to be notified. Fee will be $50 if 
those within 500 feet are to be 
notified.

EDITORIAL OPINION 
After 35 Years, World Still 
Traveling Road To Peace 


Just 35 years* ago today all America, and 
most of the world, was celebrating the sign- 
ing of the Armistice which ended hostilities ^ 
between Germany and the Allies. 


Church bells were rung; in many Catholic 
dioceses a solemn Te Deum Mass was sung. 
Schools, courts, stock exchanges closed for 


the day. 
Factories and stores let out their em­ 
ployees, many of whom joined in informal 
parades, with effigies of the Kaiser held aloft • 
in derision. Bunting strung trucks roamed 
the streets. 1 he jubilation became more rau­ 
cous in the evening when the rule against 
selling liquor to men in uniform was widely 
disregarded. 


President Wilson's armistice statements 
make wry reading now. At 10 a. m. on Nov. 
11, 1918, he told the nation: “Everything for 
which America fought has been accomplish­ 
ed.” At 1 p. m. he told a joint session of 
Gmgress: “Armed imperialism is at an end; 
who will now seek to revive it?” 


And Senator Harding, to be Wilson’s suc­ 
cessor, called the armistice “the dawn of a 
new day.” 


There were warnings too. Secretary' of the 
Treasury McAdoo explained that taxes 
would stay high; Food Administrator Her­ 
bert Hoover that food would still have to be 
diverted to Europe. 


The president of the National Founders 
Association cautioned that the high wages 
and the eight-hour day of the war period 
would have to be laid aside if America was 
to prosper. 
^ 


And a poll of newspaper editors showed 
that two thirds of them were convinced Pres­ 
ident Wilson would make a mistake if he 
went to the Paris peace conference in person. 


Looking back on it now, 35 years later, the 
whole situation seems ludicrous. Today we 
are still searching for the peace which Presi­ 
dent Wilson thought he had within his 
grasp. Some persons feel we are farther away 
from a world at peace than we were then. 


* Yet Armistice Day has a definite place in 
the scheme of things. It marks a specific day 
of peace, even of achievement. But primarily 
it signifies the unending and uninterrupted 
desire of Americans and all humanity for an 
existence without war. 


On Armistice Day we honor o u r w a r 


heroes, our war dead. But we dedicate our- 


»elves to the continuation of the search for 


peace. When we will reach our goal, no man

A Void In Ranks 
Of State's Newsmen 
For the third time in three weeks Califor­ 
nia has lost a well-known editor. 
Jack Wright, managing editor of the San 
Jose News, died last weekend after a stroke 
suffered a week previous. He was 58. He had 
worked on the News for 36 years. 


There are few newspaper editors in the 
West who did not know and admire Jack 
Wright. He also was internationally known 
as a photographer. 
California newspaperman discovered they 
could always “learn something” in a conver­ 
sation with Jack. Although he was retiring, 
almost to the point of shyness, he always 
“did a job” when called on for community 
service. He had been president of the Asso­ 
ciated Press News Editors Conference and 
was serving as secretary-treasurer of that 
organisation when he died. 
His death will leave a void in the ranks of 
California newsmen. 


Deadline Near 
For Gl Mailing 


From the postal authorities comes a re­ 
minder that Christmas gifts for the many 
thousands of Armed Forces personnel and 
civilian emplovees overseas MUST be mailed 
by November 15, else Christmas will come 
and go before they can be delivered. 
Moreover, parcels must be properly pie- 
pared for shipment, according to the re­ 
minder. All articles should be packed in 
boxes of metal, wood, solid fiberboard or 
double corrugated fiber board. Many items, 
it is pointed out, are unacceptable for mail­ 
ing, such as matches and lighter fluid. 
It is easy to follow the directions available 
at any postoffice—but also very easy to let 
the deadline mailing date slide by.

WASHINGTON (JP) — Harry 
Dexter White, the roundish econ­ 
omist dead since 1948, may be­ 
come the most active ghost in 
American history no m atter who 
looks better in the end, Demo­ 
crats or Republicans. 
Atty. Gen. Brownell — in his 
critical charge that the Truman 
administration knew White was 
a Russian spy but promoted him 
—has raised questions the public 
will want answered. 
Did Brownell intend to state 
as a fact that former President 
Truman knew White to be a spy 
when he gave him an important 
government job? If the English 
language 
has 
any 
meaning, 
Brownell seems 
to 
have 
said 
that. 
How aan he prove it? Truman 
denies it. If Brownell can prove 
it, what is he as attorney gen­ 
eral going to do about it? 


TRUMAN SAYS he fired White 
when he learned 
White 
was 
“wrong,” 
but 
nevertheless 
let 
him resign. Truman says this 
procedure was often followed. 
The record shows Truman con­ 
gratulated him on his service to 
the government. 
Truman says it never has been 
proved White was a spy. But 
once he did learn 
White 
was 
“wTong,” what did Truman do 
to have him prosecuted or at 
least investigated further to find 
out what damage he had done? 
Brownell says it was Truman's 
a i d e , 
Maj. 
Gen. 
Harry 
H. 
Vaughan, who was given FBI 
reports on White for the Presi­ 
dent. Vaughan says he doesn’t 
remember them and is now' hear­ 
ing of WThite for the first time. 
Did he read such FBI reports? 
Was it his job to do so and then 
tell the President? Or did he 
give this task to someone else in 
the White House and depend on 
him? If so, who was he? W hat 
happened to the reports? 


IN MAKING HIS charges about 
White in a speech to the Execu­ 
tives Club in Chicago last Fri­ 
day, Brownell was not talking 
off the cuff or depending upon 
memory, which can be unreli­ 
able. 
He read from 
a 
deliberately 
prepared text. As attorney gen­ 
eral, he -must assume full re­ 
sponsibility for what 
he 
said, 


whether or not he had help in 
the writing. 
At one place in his talk Brow­ 
nell said: 
“Harry 
Dexter 
White 
was 
known to be a Communist spy 
by the very people who appoint­ 
ed him to the most sensitive and 
important position he ever held 
in government service.” 
Two paragraphs later he add­ 
ed : “White’s spying activities for 
the Soviet government were re­ 
ported in detail by the FBI to 
the White House by means of a 
report 
delivered 
to 
President 
Truman 
through 
his military 
a i d e , 
Brig. 
Gen. 
Harry 
H. 
Vaughan, in December 1945.” 


THE PHRASING THERE — 
“a report delivered to President 
Truman through . . . Vaughan” 
— could be interpreted as mean­ 
ing not that Truman actually got 
the report but merely that it was 
intended for him and given to 
Vaughan. 
But in the very next paragraph 
Brownell said: 
“In the face of this informa­ 
tion and incredible though it may 
seem, President Truman subse­ 
quently on Jan. 23, 1946, nom­ 
inated White, who was then as­ 
sistant secretary of the Treas­ 
ury, for the even more important 
position of executive director for 
the United States in the Inter­ 
national Monetary Fund.” 
Although others may have rec­ 
ommended White to Truman for 
the monetary fund job, it was 
Truman who nominated him for 
Senate consideration.

TRACY (U.fi>—Richard M. is a 
good-looking kid, just turned 18, 
the kind of a boy you’d expect to 
find at the junior-senior prom. 
Instead, Dick is a heroin addict 
confined at the state’s newest 
penal institution. 


Richard is one of nearly 1000 
youths imprisoned in Deuel Vo­ 
cational Institution, the ultra­ 
modern $12 COO,000 prison dedi­ 
cated last July to converting 
teen-age criminals into useful 
members of society. 


Whether the new institution, 
known to inmates as “DVI,” will 
succeed is something no one yet 
knows. 


TAKE THE CASE of Dick, for 
example. 
How can you rehabilitate a kid 
who has lived on the streets 
nearly all his life, a boy arrested 
at the age of nine for petty theft, 
who still doesn’t think it was 
wrong for him to hold a knife* 
to a sailor’s throat in order to 
get enough money for a shot of 
heroin? 
“That wasn't armed robbery,” 
he scoffed at the Youth Author­ 
ity member who considered his 
case. “We only rolled the guy.” 


Dick spent $24 a day for heroin. 
W ithout a job. he engaged in 
“car clouting,” burglaries, wrote 
bad checks and finally used a 
knife in robberies in order to get 
enough money for heroin. 


THREE TIMES while in jail, 
Dick has gone through the agony 
of withdrawal—a period of up io 
two or three weeks in which a 
man eats nothing, suffers excru­ 
ciating cramps, and f i n a l l y 
sweats the drug out of his sys­ 
tem. 


Every time, as soon as he. was 
released from jail, Dick has gone 
back to heroin. 


W h a t Superintendent Allen 
Cook and the staff at Deuel Trope 
to accomplish 
with 
kids 
like 
Richard is 
to 
educate 
them, 
teach them trades, through coun­ 
seling and psychiatric aid teach 
them 
the 
difference 
between 
right and wrong, give them all 
the food they want to eat, their 
own rooms, recreational iarili- 
ties and medical and dental care, 


8nd then, finally, give them an­ 
other chance “outside.” 


DEUEL IS LIKE no other in­ 
stitution in th ^ world. Every boy 
has his own cell, thus ending the 
evils of having two or more 
youths in 
a 
single 
cell. The 
guards don’t carry guns or even 
a club, although the prison lim­ 
its are studed with gun towers 
because many of the inmates are 
hardened 
criminals 
although 
their age range is 17 to 25. 


There is no drab prison grey at 
Deuel. Corridors and rooms are 
painted many different shades of 
yellow, red, green and blue. In ­ 
mates have radio receivers in 
their cells, television in their day 
rooms, a good gymnasium, libra­ 
ry and fine Protestant and Cath­ 
olic chapels.

.Jefferson Urged 
Revolution Right 
EDITOR, 
Independent-Journal: 
The Presbyterian Church must 
have had the Justice Department 
and Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell in mind when it re­ 
leased its current memorandum 
on the threat to our civil liberties 
posed by our governmental bod­ 
ies. Mr. Brownell made his posi­ 
tion on civil liberties all too clear 
in an interview with the U.S. 
News & World Report this past 
August, part of which went as 
follows: 
Q—But it still is no crime to 
be a member of the party (Com­ 
munist), is it? 
A—The argument is that if you 
are a member of the Communist 
party you thereby advocate the 
overthrow of the government by 
force and violence. 
Q_Does that need to be a-con­ 
spiracy? If I advocate it, with­ 
out having any connection with 
the party, but on my own. will 
, 
that violate the Smith Act? 
A—Sure. 
Q—That gets pretty close to 
a rather basic infringement of 
freedom, doesn’t it? 
A—Well, I think there is one 
place where it should be "in­ 
fringed,” and that is in advocacy 
of overthrowing the government 
by force and violence. 
Q—Isn’t that a little hard on 
Thomas Jefferson? He said a 
revolution every 20 years would 
be a pretty good thing. 
A—I don’t think he meant by 


acts of force and violence. 
The record is pretty clear on 
What Jefferson believed. He ad­ 
vocated the right to revolution in 
the Declaration of Independence. 
He was one of the leaders of a 
revolution which did use force 
and Violence, and he said later 
in life that the tree of liberty 
must be watered with blood every 
20 years. 
Now, of course, advocacy of 
force and violence isn’t the issue. 
No one has so advocated. But the 
philosophy of Marxism-Leninism 
has been officially branded as 
a synonym for force and violence. 
Hence, 
anyone 
who 
supports 
Marxism or socialism could be 
prosecuted. And current defini­ 
tions of Marxism and socialism 
and communism by such experts 
as Sen. Joe McCarthy and FBI 
Chief J. Edgar Hoover are con­ 
siderably broader than the pro­ 
verbial barn door, as many de­ 
cent Americans, like the mem­ 
bers of the Presbyterian Church, 
those in civil service and in trade 
unions, have found and are find­ 
ing out.

Funeral cortges wound

way through 
Trieste’* 
ancient 
streets 
and 
squares 
Sunday, 
tragic symbols of 
man’s

Symbolic, too, of what as of 
now' must be regarded as a fail­ 
ure for the free world in a test 
of its own ideals 
The funeral 
processions and 
the masses that were said in 
Trieste’s famous churches were 
for those who died in a week­ 
end of senseless rioting, rioting 
which raged through streets and 
squares and to the very altar 
steps of San Giovanni church In 
the heart of Trieste. 
American troops stood guard 
as Italians performed the 
last 
rites for those who died in the 
demonstrations demanding Tri­ 
este's return to Italy.

School-day cooking help is what 
we aim to give you today. A11 cen­ 
tered on that low in cost, high in 
flavor dried fruit—prunes. 
The 
kids 
coming 
home 
for 
lunch? Then serve them a hearty 
split pea soup — homemade or 
canned — and a stuffed prune 
salad. 
Even youngsters who turn up 
their noses at prunes served or­ 
dinary fashion, usually like them 
dressed up with a cream-style cot­ 
tage cheese fiUing, arranged on 
crisp greens. 
For further allure, open the p.t- 
ted prunes flat, mound lots of the 
cottage cheese into them, and 
make a tic-tac-toe design on each. 
You can achieve this garnish with 
strips of green pepper or pimiento 
and capers. Fun food! Mayonnaise 
tastes good with this salad, and so 
does buttered whole wheat toast. 
The kids taking lunch to school? 
Then sometimes send along a 
sandwich filling made by chopping 
drained cooked prunes and mixing 
with chopped cold boiled ham and 
a little mayonnaise. The chopped 
prunes also give moisture and a 
pleasant sweet taste to a peanut 
butter and bacon sandwich filling. 
For after-school snacks, bake 
a quick-bread loaf streaked with 
sweet prunes and chopped filberts. 
The kids will love slices of it with 
mugs of milk or cocoa. The loaf 
cuts beautifully if it is left over­ 
night in a tightly covered con­ 
tainer. For further storage, wrap 
it tightly in waxed paper or alumi­ 
num foil and keep it in the refrig­ 
erator. 
An advantage of this prune fil­ 
bert loaf is the thrifty nonfat dry 
milk used in its making. Just sift 
the dry milk powder with the 
other dry ingredients. Or if you 
already have some of the nonfat 
dry milk powder liquefied and re 
frigerated, we give you directions 
for using that. 
When we cooked the prunes to 
use in this prune filbert loaf, we 
used a pound of the packaged 
fruit. Wre put the prunes (without 
soaking and without sugar), into 
a quart saucepan and added two 
cups of water; then we brought 
them to a boil, lowered the heat 
and simmered them until tender. 
There were, of course, plenty of 
prunes for the quick bread and 
enough left for a salad and a

sandwich filling. The juice from 
the drained prunes may be com­ 
bined with milk to make a deli­ 
cious and nutritious drink for 
your youngsters. 
PRUNE FILBERT LOAF 
Ingredients: 3 cups sifted flour, 
4 teaspoons baking powder, V 2 
teaspoons salt, % cup sugar, 4*4 
tablespoons nonfat dry milk pow­ 
der, 1 egg, 
cups water, *4 cup 
butter or margarine (riielted), s* 
cup cooked drained c h o p p e d 
prunes, *4 cup chopped filbert nut- 
mea^s. 
Method: Sift together flour, bak­ 
ing powder, salt sugar and nonfat 
dry milk powder. Beat egg lightly; 
add water and beat enough to 
combine. Add melted butter and 
dry ingredients. Stir only until 
dry ingredients are moistened. 
Lightly fold in prunes and fil­ 
berts. Turn into greased loaf pan 
(about 9 by 5 by 3 inches). Bake 
in moderate (350F) oven 50 min­ 
utes or until golden-brown, firm 
to the touch, and a cake tester 
inserted in the center comes out 
clean. Store overnight in tightly 
covered tin container before slic­ 
ing.
